WAR CHEST. 


The Licking county war work ex- 


ecutive committee made up of ten 
high-grade citizens, half from New- 
ark and half from the village and 
country sections, have decided to 
raise war funds this spring along the 
line that proved to be so successful 
In Columbus a short time ago. In 
other words, we are to have a "war 
chest" though it may be known by 
another name. 


The time for the drive has not as 


yet been set, neither is the amount 
definitely decided upon, but there is 
talk of a fund of $300,000 and, no 
doubt, the drive will take place 
within a few weeks. 


There is a tremendous amount of 


work to be done in anticipation of 
the solicitations for funds. 
The or- 


ganization of the committees is pro- 
gressing nicely, the township chair- 
men and executive committeemen 
having all been selected with great 
care. In many of the townships the 
school district leaders have been se- 
lected and in Newark the division 
leaders 
and 
their 
captains 
are 


known. These men are picked from 
among our busiest and most effi- 
cient citizens. 
Every one of them is 


aware of the importance of the 
work that awaits and each has 
pledged himself to do his level best. 
That means that success will come. 


In a wonderful campaign at Co- 


lumbus, a campaign that was most 
Intelligently planned and executed, 
about 90,000 people contributed to 
the "war chest," giving $3,300,000 
for the year's war work. 
This is an 


outright gift, not an investment such 
as is offered in the Liberty bonds or 
War Savings stamps. 
From this 


fund will be drawn money for the 
Red Cross, the Y. M. C. A., the K. 
of C., and other war work during the 
year. 


By making one bis drive it is 


hcped that all of the people will be 
reached and that the burden will be 
more evenly distributed than was the 
case in vthe several campaigns for 
funds in 1917. 


Licking 
county has 
responded 


thus far to every call, yet there are 
many who have not as yet been re- 
membered among the givers. In the j 
campaign an effort is to be made to! 
show everybody that this is their war 
as much as anybody's else and that 
aH of the people, so far as they are 
able, should share in the burden 
and the responsibility. 


In the meantime the campaign for 


war funds for the government is on. 
The people are now asked to save 
their money and use their savings 
In buying War Savings stamps and 
in the purchase of Liberty bonds 
soon to be offered. 
It is well to re- 


member that the one who buys gov- 


ment securities, however, is en- 


itled to no great credit, for in buy- 


ing bonds or war stamp? he is only 
making the safest and best of all in- 
vestments. It is the proper and pa- 
triotic thing to do and thousands are 


entfiffslnstfcaHy 
into 
the 


war savings campaign, but the tost of 
real patriotism will como when the 
war chest is opened and all are in- 
vited to chip in. In Columbus there 
were many 100 per cent institutions 
—factories and store in which every 
meiubcr contributed. 
Well, Newark 


is just as patriotic as Columbus, and 
the people of Licking county are as 
patriotic as their friends 
in the 


county scat. 


THE MAIL. 


Several Newark firms have re- 


ceived through the mail a request to 
post their letters and packages as 
early in the day as possible. 
This 


suggestion, of course, meets the ap- 
proval of Postmaster Mercer and his 
corps of assistants at the Newark 
office because it means distribution 
of the "load" and greater efficiency. 


The people at times complain of 


inadequate mail service, yet they are 
in part to blame for poor service due 
to congestion of the mails. 


It is a fact that many firms allow 


their out-going mail to accumulate 
and then deposit it in the postoffice 
or the most convenient mailbox at 
the close of the business day. The 
result as might be expected is a 
clogging of the machinery of the 
postoffice department. 


Every business man can help the 


situation if he will do his best to re 
lieve the close-of-the-day congestion 
by mailing as much matter as possi- 
ble before the end of the work-day 
The postal clerks are human being: 
and there is a limit to what they 
can do. If given a part of the day's 
work in the morning or early after- 
noon they can, of course, render bet- 
ter service than if the job is given to 
them all at one time towards even- 
ing.
